was announced at the bureau of in­ 
ternal revenue today. 
Such restric­ 
tions have not progressed beyond the 
stage of office memoranda concern­ 
ing th e possible legality of such re­ 
strictions, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue W illiams, who would have 
to pass upon such a departm ental or­ 
der, stated today lie had not been 
consulted. 
“No ruling prohibiting the sale of 
malt extract, hops or 
compounds 
used in home beer m aking has been 
made by the Internal revenue bureau” 
Commissioner W illiams said. 
“This 
m atter has been under discussion but 
ho action has been taken. 
The m at­ 
ter has not reached me for 
decision 
and in view of the conflicting legal 
opinions, it is entirely futile to spec­ 
ulate on w hat final 
disposition will 
be made c f the m atter.” 
It was learned at the bureau that 
the offfce memoranda and discussion 
grew out of protests made by cereal 
beverage m anufacturers who desire to 
put tho lid on home brewing which

Prem ier Lloyd George made an im­ 
passioned plea in the house of com­ 
mons just before the final vote was 
taken on the home rule bill. 
“ I implore Ireland to remain w ith­ 
in the empire which she has helped to 
build and adorn,” said the premier. 
The prem ier outlined three “ immov­ 
able conditions” of the government: 
1—T hat Ireland should not become 
an independent state; 
2—That Ireland should not weaken 
the strategy of defense of the United

W hen I went back to the 
bank after supper I took $40,000 in 
currency and $4,000 in liberty bonds 
and put them in a big pasteboard 
box- 
“Then I went to the roof of the 
bank and dropped the box, but it 
made a bigger noise than I thought 
it would so I ran bac* in the bank 
and out the front door. 
“W hen I started up th p alley to 
pick up th e box I saw a man coming 
out of th e back door of a saloon so 
I ran. 
I tram ped nearly all night. 
Then I got to thinking about the 
money I had left in the Dilley and 
was afraid th e bank would not get it 
back so I called up President T ay­ 
lor and surrendered-”

Mrs. Warren G. Harding, who will become the “first lady of 
ihe land,’’ is no stranger to W ashington. 
While she made no at­ 
tempt to figure as a social leader in the capital during the five I 
years that she and Senator Harding have lived here since his 
election to the senate, she has been known as a gracious hostess ! 
in her own home and she has been well liked. 
Before she married Senator Harding, Mrs. Harding was Mrs. 
Henry De Wolfe, and before that Miss Florence Fling. Her father j 
the late Amos Kling. was one of the leading citizens of Marion. 
Ohio. 
He was reputed to be worth several hundred thousand ] 
dollars, perhaps a millionaire. 
Her first marriage, to Henry De 
Wolfe of Marion, did not prove happy. 
She divorced De Wolfe, 
who has been dead for many years. Their son, too, is dead. Mrs, 
Harding, however, has a grandson. 
Amos Kling was strongly opposed to the marriage of his 
daughter to Mr. Harding, then a struggling young editor. 
He 
refused his assent, and for years after the wedding withheld his 
approval. 
Eventually, however, he beearn^ reconciled to the 
match. 
Mr. Kling was a strong-willed man, and his word had 
been law within his household.
